“The Sheik’s Wife,’ the French mo- 
tion picture at the Strand this week. at 
least has a story that begns with a per- 
missible assumption and abides by gome 
f its logical consequences, It. does not 
appear to have been fashioned merely to 
fit certain ideas about shelks and giris 
who happen to fall into their power.

AN “OBSERVER” IN INDIA. 

More than the. pageantry of 
Prince’s visit directs interest to India! 
at present. There, under conditions of 
unusual difficulty; the effort is being | 
made to govérh an Oriental people ac- 
cording to Western principles.

As Professor VAN TyNz’s migsion in 
India is,sto use his own words, purely 
that ofa *‘ disinterested learner,”’ ‘his 
visit and subsequent..reports cannot 
fail to be of unusual value. For what- 
ever the outcome of the reforms re- 
cently introduced in India, they will 
add tb the general stock of. political
